Sweeps Jacksonville. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., “Alig 
29 (UPI) — New race violence 
erupted here today when a white 
member of the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancenient of Col- 
ored People was beaten minutes 
after he and 92 others were sen- 
tenced in connection with riots 
and vandalism of the last week- 
end. 

Richard Frank Parker, 25 
vears old, of Tallahassee, Fla., 
was attacked in an anteroom of 
the municipal court shortly after 
Judge John Santora had handed 
down a 90-day prison sentence, 
stiffest of the day, against him. 

Parker, whom Judge 
called a main inciter of racial 
disturbances which swept 
through the city Saturday and 
Sunday, was rushed to a hos- 
pital. His condition was unde- 
termined immediately, but it was 
reported he may have lost sev- 
eral teeth and suliered a skull 
fracture, 

Police said Parker's assailant 
apparently was one of 26 white 
men who also were sentenced 
for being involved in the upris- 
ings. 

Parker's attacker was identi- 
fied as Merrill Adrian Imus, 21, 
Jacksonville construction worker 
who was sentenced for fighting 
in the street during a riot Sat- 
urday. 

57 Negroes Sentenced. 

Fifty-seven Negroes also were 
convicted and sentenced in the 
cases. Only one of the 94 per- 
sons charged in the disturbances 
was freed. Most received $25 
fines, but Judge Santora warned 
that stiffer punishment might be 
in the offing 1f more demonstra- 
tions arose.

Further efforts to have mobile 
units where voters of St. Louis 
county can register for the No- 
vember general election were 
made today by County Council 
Chairman Maurice M. Abram- 
son, whe denied that the pro- 
pdsal was politically motivated. 


In a letter to James F. Nangle, 
chairman of the county Republi- 
can Central Committee, who 
raised the politics issue last 
week, Abramson asked for a 
meeting of the Election Board, 
Nangle, Democratic Committee 
Chairman John J. Johnson and 
himself for Wednesday morning. 


The meeting would be to 
“further explore the possibility 
of setting up mobile registra- 
tion.’” The mobile registration 
proposal was made by the Dem- 
ocratic majority on‘the council, 
but was rejected by the Election 
Board by a_ two-to-two party- 
line vote. 

Explains Purpose. 


The idea was not to put these 
units in areas that are pre- 
dominantly Democratic, Abram- 
son said. ‘‘In fact, it was our 
intent that any mobile registar- 
tion setup would be located over 
the country generally at stra- 
tegic spots. ...”’ He suggested 
Lambert-St. Louis Field and the 
several large shopping centers 
in the county. 

“It is my though that shopping | 
areas and places where a large 
number of people congregate 
would be the logical places to set 
up these particular units, bear- 
ing im mind that all areas are 
covered—not just Democratic or 
Republican areas,” he said in 
the letter. 


The only intention behind the 
proposal was to obtain greater 
voter participation in the 1960 
general election, he said. 
Nangle’s Objections. 


Nangle charged Saturday that 
the council’s recommendation 
was ‘“‘aimed obviously at concen- 
trating at points where Demo- 
crats got the most votes.’”’ He 
, however, that he could ac- 
cept the idea if mobile units 
were provided for the entire 
county. 

Johnson announced last week 
that he favored the mobile unit 
plan. 

Abramson noted in his letter 
that a registration unit at the 
airport could be used to register 
voters of St. Louis as well as of 
St. Louis county. 

Unless the Election Board re- 
verses itself, the usual procedure 
o: township registration wi'l be 
followed in the county. Reg!stra- 
tion at about 200 locaticns is 
pianned for Sept. 16.

As Urgent Problem, Proposes 


Local Government Renovation. 


Points Out That Exodus to Suburbs 
Has Left Central Metropolitan Areas 
With Shrinking Tax Base and Grow- 


ing Blight.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29. 


A FOUR-POINT program to attack the “urgent national prob- 
lem”’ created by the growth of large metropolitan areas was recom- 
mended today by the Committee for Economic Development. 

In a report entitled ‘‘Guiding Metropolitan Growth,” the C.E.D. 
said “‘major shifts of people and industry’ have ‘“‘strained the 
social fabric and overloaded time-honored political institutions.” 


The C.E.D. describes itself as 
a non-profit research and edu- 
cation organization. 

The 47-page report, prepared 
by the C.E.D.’s research and pol- 
icy committee, made these ma- 
jor recommendations: 


1. Careful studies should be 
made of the economic base in 
each of the country’s 192 stand- 
ard metropolitan areas, so that 
they can better determine what 
measures are needed to increase 
the opportunities for employ- 
ment and investment by private 
industry. 


2. Local governments should 
be reorganized so that they can 
more efficiently and. effectively 
handle ‘‘those public responsi- 
bilities which are clearly metro- 
politan in scope.” 

3. A “comprehensive review” 
of federal urban renewal pro- 


grams should be undertaken. | 
Pending completion of this re- 


view, the report said, current 
federal spending in this field 
should be continued at about the 
same level. Federal urban re- 
newal authorizations are. now 
running about $300,000,000 a 
year. 

4. Local business leaders 
should participate ‘‘more active- 
ly” with local officials and other 
groups in 
goals and guiding metropolitan 
affairs. 

POINTING OUT that almost 
two thirds of the population of 


the United States now lives in| 


metropolitan areas, as compared 
with only one-third in 1900, the 
report said there has been “a 
continuing exodus of people 
from the older neighborhoods of 
the central city to the outer 
reaches of the metropolitan re- 
gion. 


“These are typically young, | 


middle-income families with 
children who settle in single-fam- 
ily houses. This movement, an- 
imated by a quest for more el- 
bow room, better schools and 
pleasant neighborhoods, has al- 
so produced massive problems.

KEN INUKAI, JAPANESE 
POST-WAR LEADER, DIES 


TOKYO, Aug. 29 (AP)—Ken 
Inukai, one of the architects of 
Japan’s post-war government, 
died Sunday of complications 
arising from hardening of the 
arteries. He was 64 years old. 


Prime Minister Bokudo Inukai 


who was assassinated in 1932, 


helped to found the Democratic 


party, the progressive wing of | 


Japan’s conservatives, and was 
the party’s first president. 

He testified at the international 
war crimes trial of Japanese 
wartime leaders that his father 


had pleaded with Emperor Hiro- 


hito to withdraw troops from 
Manchuria, the military adven- 
ture that set Japan on the road 
to military conquest in China.

An Answer on Sewers 


Based as it is on either a woeful 
ignorance of fact or upon a handful 
of gratuitous assumptions, the let- 
ter of Reader R. C. Hahn demands 
an answer. The letter carefully 
avoids the matter at issue in the 
Gravois (or for that matter Cold- 
water) creek bond issue. It appears 
to be motivated by a desire to 
avoid paying for a much needed 
sewer facility by hoping to prevent 
the construction of such a facility. 

Who are the people engaged in 
“running battle’ with MSD? A 
considerable number of people 
would still have sewage facilities 
reminiscent of medieval times were 
it not for the Metropolitan Sewer 
District. Mr. Hahn’s ‘‘open toilet” 
would not now exist had there been 
an authority such as MSD prior to 
the recent building boom in St. 
Louis county. There are no open 
sewers in the city of St. Louis be- 
cause the city would not permit 
them to be built. 


It is doubtful whether Mr. Busch 
contributes one-fourth of the waste 
which would be carried in the 
sewer through his property. Even 
thourh one-fourth of the sewer 
would be constructed there he would 
not derive one-fourth of the total 
benefit. The beneficiaries will be 
the thousands of home owners who 
will no longer face the constant 
health threat posed by the insects 
which breed in the stinking mess 
found in the creek. These insects 
are equally disposed to transmit 
the diseases they carry to either 
Mr. Hahn or Mr. Busch. They have 
not yet reached the stage in their 
evolution where they are able to 
distinguish between the two. 


Construction of the Gravois trunk 
sewer was never intended to end 
pollution of the Mississippi river; 
it is intended to help abate such 
pollution though. It will take a 
massive effort on the part of MSD 
and the citizens living within MSD 
boundaries to end the pollution they 
contribute to this river.

The OAS resolution regarding Cuba is 
weaker than the United States wished but 
about as strong as this country could have 
expected. Its strength lies in its condemna- 
tion of Russian interference in New World 
problems. If it does not name Cuba, the 
implication is clear enough, as the Cubans 
conceded by walking out of the meeting. 

But what the United States got from the 
seventh meeting of foreign ministers of the 
Organization of American States may not be 
as important as what the hemisphere got. 
This was, after all, a hemispheric meeting. 
Attempted dictation by the United States 
would have been unwise, and Secretary of 
State Herter refrained from such tactics. 


As a result, the American republics ob- 
tained a stronger solidarity against foreign 
intervention and Communist penetration— 
stronger because it was both voluntary and 
unanimous. 

Under the circumstances it was relatively 
easy for Mr. Herter to win the debate with 
Cuban Foreign Minister Roa. Mr. Roa had 
to argue that “Cuba is not going hand in 
hand with any bloc” when, back in Havana, 
Fidel Castro was again proclaiming Cuba's 
willingness to take military help from the 
Communist bloc. And Mr. Roa’s argument 
that Cuba had made more progress from rev- 
olution than from elections would have been 
more convincing had not Castro specifically 
promised elections, then broken his promise. 


Apparently the United States could have 
counted on an 11-to-9 vote in favor of a pro- 
posal flatly condemning the Castro govern- 
ment. Major Latin nations such as Argen- 
tina, Brazil, Uruguay and Colombia were on 
Washington’s side. But in not pressing his 
slight advantage, Mr. Herter won the back- 
ing of Mexico and Venezuela, among the 
states that opposed a get-tough policy. 

The acceptance of these nations is impor- 
tant to hemispheric unity and United States 
policy. Venezuela is a new democracy strug- 
gling for a middle way between Communism 
and capitalism. Mexico, today the largest 
Spanish-speaking nation in the world, is liv- 
ing proof that a Latin nation can achieve 
revolutionary aims by itself; without Com- 
munist overtones and without losing United 
States friendship. 

It is clear that these neighbors are proud 
of their independent status, object to any- 
thing that smacks of intervention, and to 
some extent sympathize with the goals of the 
Cuban revolution. But the same national pride 
that prevents them from choosing sides with 
the United States against another republic 
makes them unanimous against Communist 
or Russian interference, or interference by 
Cuban revolutionaries with their neighbors. 

Significantly, it was Foreign Minister Tello 
of Mexico who urged explicit condemnation 
of Premier Khrushchev’s offer of military 
rockets for Cuba. The support of Mexico on 
this point is a tribute to Mr. Herter’s restraint. 
He might have induced the OAS to condemn 
Cuba, but the action would have been half- 
hearted. Instead, by agreeing to something 
less, the Secretary of State achieved whole- 
hearted acceptance of the principles of the 
Monroe doctrine. 

The OAS meeting was a worthwhile expe- 
rience in the collective approach to neigh- 
borhood problems, and it is to this that the 
United States is committed first of all. 


Missouri’s ‘Short Ballot’ 


Some of our readers may have been mis- 
led by our Aug. 25 editorial urging newcom- 
ers to St. Louis to register in order that they 
would be qualified to vote in November. The 
deadline for repistration is Oct. 15. .Any St. 
Louis adult who by Nav. 8 will be 21 years 
of age and who will have been a resident of 
Missouri for a year and of St. Louis for 60 
days is eligible to register and, once regis- 
tered, to vote for all national, state and local 
offices that will be at stake. 

But one small class of citizens is not bound 
by these rules. Under a new Missouri law 
effective for the first time this year, per- 
sons who have lived in Missouri for only 60 
days before the general election may vote 
for President and Vice President, but for no 
other offices. They do not have to register. 
They must visit the Election Board at 208 
South Twelfth boulevard, where they will be 
reauired to fill out an application for the so- 
called “short ballot.” They will be given the 
Presidential ballot and required to vote it 
at that time. 

The Election Board expects that its supply 
of “short ballots” will be ready for use about 
30 days before election; that is, early in Oc- 
tober. We hope that all newcomers to St. 
Louis who are eligible to take advantage of 
the liberalized voting statute will do so. Mis- 
souri has afforded them an opportunity that 
they might have missed had they moved else- 
where. 


Porkelev Tales In Scudder 


The Berkeley School District’s annexation 
of the Scudder district ought to lead to im- 
proved educational opportunities for children 
of both jurisdictions, and we hope it stimu- 
lates thinking along similar lines by school 
officials in other districts. 

Even with this annexation the county will 
still have 28 regular districts, including sev- 
eral that are so financially feeble that they 
should be consolidated with larger districts. 

Most of the economically weak districts 
also are weak in voting strength. The finan- 
cially stronger districts with which the County 
School Board has urged they be combined 
are far more populous. But voters in the 
larger districts have declined to take on any 
added burdens. Scudder is an exception. 
While it has fewer voters than Berkeley, on a 
per pupil basis it has almost four times Berke- 
ley’s ability to support public education. 

The proposed annexation of West Walnut 
Manor by Jennings, to be voted on next 
month, would be the first instance of a strong, 
populous district taking in a weaker and 
smaller one. It is a sound idea, but its sub- 
stance was turned down by Jennings voters 
last year. The reason the Jennings board 
now looks with favor on it seems to grow in 
large part from a fear that if Jennings doesn’t 
act, the large but financially weak Riverview 
Gardens district, with West Walnut Manor’s 
co-operation, might try to take over both Jen- 
nings and West Walnut Manor. 

How can the indicated consolidations be en- 
couraged? The best way, we think, is by 
adoption of the Metropolitan St. Louis Sur- 
vey’s proposal for a county-wide school tax, 
with the yield being allotted to the various 


districts on the basis of the number of pupils 


in average daily attendance. The large dis- 


tricts accordingly would suffer no financial 
penalty for absorbing one of the smaller dis- 
tricts, since all the children would have the 
same tax support behind them. The consoli- 
dated district then would be in position to 
make more efficient use of its tax money and 
teachers than either district would on its own, 
which is the basic aim of all the annexation 
and consolidation proposals. 


Foreign Aid Compromise 

It seems unlikely that Congress will heed 
President Eisenhower’s appeal for the full 
$4,086,000,000 he asked for the foreign aid 
program. The Senate did restore many of 
the cuts made by the House, voting for an 
appropriation of $3,989,055,000, but the most 
that could be achieved in the Senate-House 
compromise was $3,722,350,000. 

Since the Senate Appropriations Committee 
later voted for a supplemental $191,000,000 
aid fund, some additional money may be pro- 
vided. But this bill faces a fight since the 
original measure provides some 132 millions 
more than was first voted by the House. 

Responsibility for this situation rests in 
part on the President himself, since most of 
the cuts were made at the expense of arma- 
ments. For months and months, he scoffed 
of those who argued in Congress that our de- 
fense position was not as strong as it should 
be. No doubt this “rubbed off” to some ex- 
tent on requests for military assistance to 
our allies. In spite of assorted international 
alarms, the apathetic were willing enough to 
agree that the President “knows best.” So 
his recent appeals, made in a political atmos- 
phere, carried less weight than they might 
have. Blame, of course, also attaches to those 
who throughout the session argued for econ- 
omy at the expense of foreign aid. Cuts in 
this area naturally are more acceptable than 
those which are felt closer to home. 

Still, in view of the threat to cut the pro- 
gram by a billion and a half, the compromise 
bill actually is better than some expected it 
to be. It is only $266,705,000 under the Sen- 
ate figure and $452,650,000 under the Presi- 
dent’s. Mr. Eisenhower is getting a billion 
dollars more than the adversaries of the pro- 
gram wanted to grant him. Or to put it an- 
other way, his opponents achieved only one 
third of the cut they demanded. 

As compromises go, that may not be a bad 
one. Yet it does mean less money for the 
military establishments of our allies, and this 
may mean that, in the end, we will have 
to spend correspondingly more on our own 
armed services and their adjuncts. 


Lest Word on Pavola? 

The Senate has passed the House anti-pay- 
ola bill but only after weakening its penalties. 
This measure still makes rigging of quiz 
shows and taking favors for broadcasting 
favors a crime, with maximum penalties of 
a year in jail or a $10,000 fine. But the Sen- 
ate cut out what Senator Proxmire of Wis- 
consin rightly called the “heart of the bill”— 
a provision allowing the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission to suspend station licenses 
for 10 days. The FCC now can only revoke 
licenses and almost never uses this stringent 
authority. As matters stand, the bill leaves 
enforcement more to the courts than to the 
agency legally responsible for broadcasting 
conduct. Congressional bombast about payola 
is, it seems, only exceeded by reluctance to 
do anything constructive about it. 


Ipvestment for Healthy Growth 

Ground-breaking for the new Planetarium 
in Forest Park represents another in the se- 
ries of substantial capital investments St. 
Louis taxpayers have been making as a conse- 
quence of the 1955 bond issue. Municipal 
spending has been one of the big factors be- 
hind the face-lifting St. Louis is now under- 
going. 

The city has been committing about $12,- 
000,000 a year out of proceeds of the $110,- 
639,000 bond issue, but the returns have been 
out of all proportion to actual municipal out- 
lays. Some of the bond issue items involve 
Federal participation. Expressways, flood 
control projects and public health centers 
are in this category. Every dollar put out 
by city taxvayers brings in at least one more 
and sometimes as many as nine more from 
Washington. 

Some of the public investment has trig- 
gered private commitments for substantial 
private investment, as in the Mill Creek re- 
development project, and the Planetarium. 
The McDonnell Aircraft Corp. has given the 
city $200,000 for this facility; the public in- 
vestment will be about $1,000,000. 

The Planetarium will be a notable improve- 
ment to the cultural life of the city and, like 
the other bond issue projects, a testimonial 
to intelligent planning to meet public capital 
needs. But within four or five years all the 
bond issue money will have been spent. If 
the city is to continue its steady investment 
in public facilities, another bond issue will be 
necessary. 

Mayor Tucker has seen that need and a re- 
view of the city’s capital needs is now under 
way at City Hall. Modern street lights, carry- 
ing out the initial stages of the proposed 
downtown development plan, new express- 
ways and other items are being considered. 
Planning for future new investment is going 
on simultaneously with the use of capital 
funds already made available. That suggests 
St.. Louis is in for a long period of steady, 
healthy and useful growth. 


Barriers Coming Down 

College fraternity discrimination seems to 
be on the way out. Dartmouth and Williams 
Colleges have given the “frats”’ until next 
month to eliminate racial or religious mem- 
bership barriers. A number of other schools, 
including some state universities, have acted 
similarly, and last spring the deans of 323 
colleges joined in a statement against discrim- 
inatory practices. 

Some fraternity leaders argue that theirs 
are private social clubs entitled to practice 
prejudice as they wish without outside inter- 
ference. The fact is that most of these practices 
have been pushed onto the local fraternities 
by their outmoded national constitutions. At 
Dartmouth and Williams, the fraternity mem- 
bers themselves reacted against this exterior 
dictation, in most cases. And where students 
do not act, the colleges have a right to. The 
fraternities, after all, would not exist apart 
from the colleges. 

It seems inevitable that when segregation 
is ending in so many places, it will be removed 
where it has least excuse for existence—in 
higher education.

Between Book Ends 


SURFACE AT THE POLE, by Com. 
mander James Calvert, (McGraw-Hill, 
220 pgs., $4.75.) 


The American steamship Jeannette, 
in an attempt to reach the North Pole 
by sailing north and west through the 
Bering Strait in 1879, was frozen in the 
ice and drifted helplessly for nearly 
two years until it was crushed and 
sunk. Its crew, un- 
der Lt. Cmdr. 

George De Long 
perished, but a 
few men reached 
the mainland to 


* tell the story. 


This happened in 
1881. Three years 
later, Fridtjof Nan- 
sen, the great Nor- 
wegian Arctic ex- 
plorer, who was 
then only 23 years 
old, read in the papers that some 
pieces of the Jeannette wreckage had 
drifted ashore on Greenland — 2000 
miles from where the ship had sunk. 
He concluded that an ocean current 
pushed the ice floes with the wreckage 
across the Arctic Ocean. From De 
Long’s diary it also was known that 
the polar ice is not thicker than up to 
10 feet. These facts enabled Nansen to 
reach the North Pole—and they also 
became the foundation on which sub- 
marine trips to the North Pole could 
be planned, 

Old-fashioned submarines, operating 
on diesel engines, would not do, be- 
cause they cannot stay under water 
for unlimited periods. The crossing 
of the North Pole by submarine had 
to wait for the nuclear ship which met 
all the reQuirements for such an under-

The sec- 
ond time, the ship actually went 
through the ice and lay motionless in 
the midnight sun while the captain 
and his crew conducted a memorial 
service for Sir Hubert Wilkins whose 
ashes were sprinkled to the wind at 
the North Pole in accordance with 
his last wishes.

Probably the most dramatic 
incident occurred during the second 


voyage when one of the centrifugal 


pumps developed a leak in the seal. 


Atomic submarines are constructed in 
such a way that all repairs can be 
made at sea. The difficulty, however, 
was the fact that the ice did not allow 
the ship to stay long enough on the 
surface to make the repair. For a 
few days, Calvert decided to go on in 
the hope that the situation would not 
become too serious.

The league leaders look 
more like crew-cut kids than 
cut-throat corsairs now.

If the young Buccos actually 
aren’t running scared, they’ve 
at least gone on the defen- 
sive too soon.

IT’S THESE LAST DAYS of August that really tax the ingenuity 
of the menu planner, faged-with the problem of tempting. appetites 
dulled by the heat and ‘satiated with typical summer foods. Just as 
we become a little weary. of the ‘cotton dresses that seemed so 
crisp in early June, so do ‘we become bored with warm weather 


meals. 

But it’s still too.warm for ‘the 
smart black wool’dress, no mhat- 
ter how attractive it may look in 
the shap window; and it’s surely 
too hot for heavy foods. 

The. answer: simply to take 
extra’. pains to make summer 
foods as appetizing as possible. 
Serve fruit juices, fruit cups or 
chilled soups in a bed of crushed 
ice; garnish dishes as artistically 
as possible; mold salads or des- 
serts into attractive forms. Pay 
special attention to your table 
linens, planning your color 
scheme and garden-flower. cen- 
terpiece as carefully as you 
would for a party. (After all, the 
members of your own family 
are the most important guests 
you will ever serve.) 

Jellied consommes and chilled 
soups are ideal for the first 
course of late August or early 
September meals. They are ex- 
cellent sandwich partners during 
warm weather, and they have 
the convenience factor, since 
they are made ahead of time and 
so require no last-minute prepa- 
ration. 

Do serve them in chilled’ bowls 
to capitalize upon their gcool, 
cool appeal. To add real glamor, 
set the soup bowl in a bed of 
ice and garnish the ice with 
vegetable relishes or olives. 

With the soup and sandwiches, 
serve a simple dessert such as 
ice cream, plain or with fruit, 
and crisp butter cookies or 
brownies.

Two cups fresh or frozen peas. 
Two tablespoons minced onion. 
One-fourth cup butter. 

Three tablespoons flour.

A good shout 
can prevent an ulcer. 

“T learned that early in 
television when I was pro- 
ducing my own shows — 
and sweeping off the stage, 
too. You have to let off 
steam. 

“I believe this is true 
not only in the theatrical 
field, but in social life, at 
home and in business, It 
is one of the secrets of 
not getting in bad with 
your stomach.”

“I kept a copy of every routine I ever did, and I've 
done thousands,” he said, flicking the ashes from a fat 
74-inch cigar. (Milt says he smokes or gives away 25 of 
these expensive cigars a day, which makes his annual 
stogie bill in the neighborhood of $10,000.) 
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“I believe I have one of the largest joke files 
in the world. It has about 2,500,000 cards on which 
are cross-indexed between 8,000,000 and 10,000,000 
jokes. 

“I rarely use it myself—I keep about 200,000 jokes 
ready in my head—but I’ve made it available free 
to young comics coming up, and I’ve willed it to 
the Library of Congress.” 


Many people have wondered how Milton has stayed on 
top so many years, but Berle, still as brash as a burp at 
a wedding ceremony, has no doubt. He feels it is the 
quality of endurance beaten into the real show world pros 
by hard times in their youth. 

“Too many people simply give up too easily,” he said,

Pet Doctor By 4. W. Moller, D.V.M. 


Q. When it is necessary to 
take the pulse of our dog, how 
is this done? Mary Lou Zonarich, 
Steelton, Pa. 


A. Knowing even the rudiments 
of animal first-aid is good health 
insurance for your pet, and the 
pulse can tell even the layman 
quite a lot. The normal pulse 
rate for dogs is 90 to 100 beats 
per minute. Although it can be 
taken on the inside of the fore- 
arm or thigh, I prefer the latter. 
Using the middle and index 
fingers, shift them around until 
you have the exact position of 
the artery. Count for one-half 
or one minute, using a watch 
with a second hand. An irregular 
or weak pulse may indicate heart 
disease, shock or internal hemor- 
rhage. Fever is accompanied by 
an accelerated pulse, but exercise

Maybe the diesel runs faster, but she’ll never attract the 
worshippers who thrilled to the whistle of the steam locomotive. 
Steax: built America, and ran the rails for over a century. Then — 
suddenly, the locomotives were gone. It’s called progress, but 
there are those who look back on the steam era with nostalgia. 
American Heritage’s editor, a touch nostalgic too, recounts the 


joys of the steam locomotive.

IT WAS THE WAY they worked the cord and changed the 
steam pressure that made the whistle almost seem to talk. An 
engineer was a man of importance, admired by young and old, 
and the whistle was his signature. It was the notes of a whip- 
poorwill, they say, that signified to the Mississippi field hands 
that Casey Jones was roaring by in No. 382. But down in the 
cornfield, alas, you no longer hear that mournful sound, for not 
only Casey, but also most of the steam locomotives in America 


have gone to the Promised Land. 


The whistle of the steam engine seems to have fallen silent 
with stunning speed. Steam was still king at the end of World 
War II and had reigned supreme for over 100 years. Yet its hour 
has struck so suddenly that it seems quite possible that many a 
child is being born who will never see a steam locomotive, except 


as a toy or curio. 

The first steam engine to go 
was the streamlined model, de- 
vised for the flashier passenger 
services. But the diesel, though 
first introduced only in 1925, has 
taken over nearly all the freight 
services, too, so that to see real 
steam in action one must gener- 
ally go to far places, to the moun- 
tains and the mining areas. 


At the peak of 1924, some 
65,000 steam locomotives, aid- 
ed by a few electric engines, 
carried on most of the trans- 
portation business of America. 
Most of these steam engines 
were still on hand 20 years lat- 
er, but now, all at once, there 
are scarcely 2000 or 3000. On 
the big Class 1 railroads near- 
ly all the steam will go when 
the management can get deliv- 
ery of diesels, or, in some em- 
barrassing cases, raise the 
money for them. An economic 
law is at work which has no 
regard for romance: the diesel 
is cheaper to operate. 


Most of the surviving steam- 
ers, in a few years, will be the 
country cousins—motive power 
of branches, short lines, logging 
and quarry roads. These surviv- 
ors are generally little fellows 
of quaint and ancient cut, better 
adapted than the giants to short 
trains, light rails, fragile trestles 
and uneven roadbeds. 

The South, and particularly 
Georgia, has been a holdout in 
the era of the diesel, a kind of 
home to aging steam locomo- 
tives, but even here the new 
prosperity is falling on steam 
like a blight. 

Locomotives are classified for 
most purposes by their wheel ar- 


rangement. Thus the so-called 


*“‘American” type of locomotive 
is called a 4-4-0, signifying that 
there are four wheels under the 
front truck, four driving wheels, 
and no trailing wheels under the 
cab. 

The disappearance of a steam 
engine is rarely a publicized or 
even public event. One night 
old 567 rolls away freight into 
the yard, uncouples, backs off on 
a rusty spur, and has her fires 
raked out and boilers drained for 
the last time. There she rusts 
a few weeks or months, depend- 
ing on the market for scrap iron. 
Generally someone in authority 
comes by to chalk her boiler 
with a notice of disposition (or 
perhaps some more personal 
message like the ‘‘Goodby, old 
Pal,” one traveler observed in a 
Philadelphia yard) and eventu- 
ally she goes to the torch. The 
end is undramatic, and yet it de- 
serves better: for this is the 
end of a heroic century and a 
quarter in which one great in- 
vention transformed a scattering 
of towns and settlements into a 
united nation. 


The story of America and the 
steam locomotive can be told in 
many ways. Consider a strange 
genius named Oliver Evans, who 
was chattering about steam car- 
riages as early as 1786. He built

phibole; it moved on land to the 
Schuylkill river, waddled in and 
kept right on going.

After him there was John 
Stevens of Hoboken, who operat- 
ed the world’s first steam ferry, 
and designed and built with his 
own hands a toy engine which 
he operated on a circular track 
in his yard. This was 1825, the 
same year Stephenson’s Locomo- 
tion appeared in England. But 
as early as 1812 Stevens had been 
telling all who would listen that 
it would be better to build a rail- 
way than a canal between Al- 
bany and Lake Erie. At any 
rate, after 1825 the dam seemed 
to burst. Railroad projects 


sprang up everywhere, and rail- 
roading now became a Story of 
inventors not only listened to 
but acclaimed. 


There is a story of great 
feats of engineering, too—of 
speed and danger, of wilder- 
ness tamed, rivers bridged, 
tunnels drilled, mountains sur- 
mounted. Here is Henry Flag- 
er, 82 years old, achieving his 
dream at last, making the first 
ride across the railroad he 
built out ‘to sea to reach Key 
West—20 miles on embank- 
ments, 17 on bridges. Here be- 
tween Batavia and Buffalo is 
the famous speed trial of old 
$39, making 112.5 miles an 
hour, back in 1893. Out at Pro- 
montory, Utah, is the greatest 
denouement of all, as the 
Golden Spike goes down in 
1869, in a burst of booze and 
oratory.

She really means that she likes 
it and she’s itching to have the 
boss say “It’s great.” 


At this point the boss ought to 


say it is, indeed, a great dress. . 


“This is no time in the em- 
ploye-employer relationship to 
be honest,” says the Research 
Institute of America Inc., the 
world’s largest business advisory 
organization. 

The institute bases its advice 
on interviews with female work- 
ers and their male bosses in 
more than 30,000 firms. 


The research was in connec- 
tion with a new booklet for male 
bosses of female workers. Thé 
booklet tries to tell bosses what 
men should know about women, 
especially about their talk.’ 


“From Cleopatra right down 
to the girl who sits outside your 
office or works on the first ma- 
chine, women have been a mys- 
tery to men,” the institute re- 
ports. 


“You can never tell when 
they’re likely to be late, when 
they’re going to change their 
minds, but most important of 
all, much of the time, you 


can’t really tell what they . 


mean by what they’re saying.” 


That’s why the new blueprint 
includes “translations from the 
women,” such as.the one about 
what a woman means when she 
asks, “‘Do you really like it?’’,

when the boss happens to notice 
her new dress. 

According to other ‘“‘transla- 
tions from the women,”’ the typi- 
cal female worker is likely to 
say, “‘The boss slays me,”’ when 
anything good happens on the 
job. What she means: the boss is 
great to work for. 

Research also showed that 
when the average female wants 
time off, she’ll tell the boss, 
“It’s a personal matter.” 

The boss is warned not to ask 
for specifics in such a situation, 
since the use of the word per- 
sonal is ‘meant to head off prob- 
ing. 
“The word personal may mean 
anything from a toothache to a 
shopping spree,” the institute 
said. 

», When the typical woman work- 


er is late, she’s likely to say, 
“You'll never believe what hap- 
pened to me.” 


She means, reported the in- 
stitute, that she’s about to 
make a short story long with 
an eye to eventually getting 
into the good graces of the 
boss again. 


The boss is advised to listen. 
But if he hopes to enforce 
promptness, he’s told to warn 
her that she had better not be 
late again. 

The institute reported that a 
woman .worker who makes a 
mistake says — “I'll never get 
this right.’”” What she means: 
she’s embarrassed over her goof 
and is afraid she’s taking too 
long to get the knack. 

The boss is urged to repeat 
his instructions patiently. 

All male bosses are advised to 
look beneath the surface of their 
women employes’ remarks and 
expect to find: the unexpected. 

‘‘And remind yourself it would 
be a much duller world if we 
didn’t have women around,” the 
institute said.

Arch Troubles 


Dear Dr. Molner: 
HOW DO FALLEN arches act, so far as pain is con- 
cerned? How much of the foot or leg is affected? 
G.R.C. 
Fallen arches or “weak foot’? can cause plenty 
of trouble. Primarily the problem js in the foot— 
pain, burning, cramping, numbness, But it can cause 
cramps in the ankle, calf or knee, and even low 
back ache, because you change your balance to 
compensate for the weakness in the foot, and you 
can’t be certain which joint farther up is going to 
have to carry the strain of your new level of balance. 


Keep in mind that this may come on very gradually 
or subtly. For a personal example, I remember having 
a pair of golf shoes that didn’t have very good arch support. 
Pains were in both the foot and the knee until I suddenly 
realized what was different in my gear, and why these 
pains occurred only when I played golf. Shoes with better 
arch supports ended the trouble, 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

WHAT ABOUT the metatarsal arch? Can a person’s 
feet be operated on, or is it best just to get arches for 
the shoes? 

Usually corrective shoes help defective arches— 
the metatarsal arch, Just any type of arch support 
may not do any good.
